War Trophy 
Is Offered 
Uncle Sam 

l.,euionnaires Part With 
Old Cannon To Keep War 
Production Stepping Along 

That old German cannon at 
the entrance to Sierra Madre’s 
city park, a World War 1 trophy, 
may soon find its way back j 
among the Nazis in the form of 
a bomb, or be made into a part 
of a modem high powered gun 
to hurl death and destruction 
into the Nazi ranks. 

Sierra Madre’s American Le¬ 
gion post has been considered 
more or^ less the custodian of 
this outmoded field piece and 
until the present urgent call came 
for every available pound of 
scrap metal with which to keep 
up the production of war ma¬ 
terials, many of the Legionnaires 
were reluctant to see the gun 
headed for t.he bla.st furnaces to 
be converted into new weapons. 

But at Thursday’s meeting of 
the Legion at which candidates 
for post offices were nominated, 
it was decided that if "the gov¬ 
ernment neeK.is and wants” the 
cannon, by all means It .shall have 
the old thing. So the War Pro¬ 
duction Board was invited to 
"come and get it," according to 
H, E. Gabriel, jxist commander. 

On the very same day that 
thi.s action was taken eight other 
Southern California cities offered 
their war trophies and .some of 
them are already headed to con¬ 
version plants. RcKjondo Beach 
Legionnaires even took a day 
off and hauled their trophy 
aboard a flat car. The War De¬ 
partment estimates that more 
than two third.s of the cities 
tlircughout the country that had 
World War I trophies have turned 
them over. 

There is one little formality 
that must be gone through with 
before the gun is taken out of 
the park. The city council must 
act. Members of that body have 
wanted to offer the gun for 
weeks, but deferred to the Le¬ 
gion’s wishes. Now it may act at 
once.

A No. 1 PROBLEM 

Mo.st important thing Americans—men and wo¬ 
men— not in a uniform of Uncle Sam’s fighting 
forces can do for their Nation just now is to put 
every ounce of energy they've got into the effort to 
prevent an acute shortage of steel that will slow down 
the war effort. That means giving eveiything that’s 
in them to the Salvage for Victory campaign. 

Now that the great war production plants have 
been miraculously expanded and are nearing their peak 
of productive capacity a steel shortage looms. Without 
an endless flow of steel the production of ships, tanks, 
guns, airplanes and all the modern implements of 
war will lie luunpered. America must have these 
weapons in a volume never liefore dreamed of to win 
the war. And it must have them quickly. To make 
steel the blast furnaces must have scrap metal—mil¬ 
lions and millions of tons of it—at once. 

The War I’roduction Board is putting on a special 
drive from September 28 to October 17 in an effort 
to build up the scrap pile so that as it is collected 
the furnaces will Ije kept in operation, steel will flow 
to the factories and shipyards and the implements of 
destruction will continue to go forward to the fighing 
men on the battle fronts all over the world. 

“This question of scrap, of junk, is very, very 
important,” Donald Nelson, chief of the War Produc¬ 
tion Board, told a committee of newspaper publishers 
in Washington the other day. “You can say that this 
i.s one of the nation’s number 1 problems.” 

And a war production bulletion just issued says: 
says : 

The most serious problem confronting our war 
effort today is the shorLige of scrap iron and steel. 

There is sufficient scrap hidden around the 
country. 

The job is to LOCATE and COLLECT it, BUILD 
THE STOCKPILk^S in every village and city. 

The job cannot be put off for ONE day. 

THE MILLS AND FOUNDRIE^S HAVEN’T 
ENOUGH SCRAP ON HAND TO LAST MORE THAN 
I’WO WEEKS. 

From stockpiles all over America steel mills must 
draw their scrap. Every piece of steel is half scrap. 

And steel mills must get scrap every day, includ¬ 
ing Sundays and holidays . . . millions of tons jier 
month. 

The steel shortage right now is interi-upting pro¬ 
duction in many defen.se plants and shipyards. 

THE VEliY LIFE OF THE NATION IS IN¬ 
VOLVED. 

Sierra .Madre’s respon.se to the President’s plea 
that every citizen constitute himself a committee of 
one to see that war i)i-oduction is not stymied by a 
shortage of material, has lieen creditable to the jxiint 
that it has won commendation. But t!j|»re are still 
tons and tons of the pieciouH scrap heif^ All that is 
reiiuired i.s the effort to a.ssemble it and get it on its 
way to tiie furnaces. And there is still an abundance 
of biully needed rags and roixi that aie also sol^'ly 
needed. 

A supreme effort will be made during the next 
month to build up huge scrap piles throughout the na¬ 
tion .so that they may in; drawn upon as transporta¬ 
tion is available to get it to the plants where it will 
lie converted into steel. It will not lie possible for the 
railroads, already overburdened by the war program, 
to transport it all at once. But when the scrap piles 
are created now the junk will lx; kept moving in an 
endle.ss stream throughout the fall and winter.

Stressed 


Getting back of the local effort 
to uncover and salvage every 
ounce of convertible scrap ir 
Sierra Madre. the Kiw“nifl Clu*’' 
by unanimous vote pa.s.seo a •iso- 
lution 'Tuesday pledging 'full sup¬ 
port to the nation-wide scrap 
program, local monthly scrap 
collection and the salvage pro¬ 
gram now being organized by 
School Superintendent Gerald 
Smith at the grammar school. 

Bruce McGill, chief air raid 
warden for Sierra Madre, spon¬ 
sored the club’s official action 
stating, ’ "If we don’t get the 
nece.ssary .scrap metal into the 
nation’s furnaces, their capacity 
will be curtailed with a resultant 
handicap to the entire war effort. 

"It is of the utmost import¬ 
ance," said Mr. McGill, "that we 
gather up every ounce of scrap 
we have around out homes, see 
that our neighbors are informed 
of this vital need and make a 
concerted effort to move every 
bit of convertible scrap during 
the next local .salvage collection, 
October 5. 

"This urgent national plea for 
scrap is not just a scare, we've 
really got to have it to keep war 
production moving." 

In support of Mr. McGill’s 
statement, R. A. Hawks, owner 
of a local machine shop now en¬ 
gaged in war production statecl 
that the scarcity of materials Is 
very critical, and that the Im¬ 
mediate need is for heavy metal 
castings. "At our plant we could 
put 14 additional employes to 
work If we could get the mater¬ 
ial," he said, adding that in his 
opinion we should get out all 
scrap materials the government 
i.s calling for without question. 

The re.solutlon, which in the 
form o[ a motion, was made by 
Ray O. Ciukln, precipitated a 
storm of controversy before it 
was pa.ssed in an amended fonn. 
In his original motion Mr. Cau- 
kln advocated an official Kiwania 
request to the city council ask- 
ng that the canon In the city 
park bo thrown into the nation’s 
metal cauldrons. 

The resolution adopteil calls 
upon all residents of Sierra 
Madre to place themselves direct¬ 
ly behind the production effort 
by .seeing that the job of getting 
scrap materials into reconversion 
channels is complete. "Whether 
we think someone cl.se is not 
handling this scrap drive to our 
liking Ls no excuse for not doing 
our part," said Dr. Raymond 
Simpson, past president of the 
Club. 

In the general di.scussion which 
centeri*d around the nation’s sal- 
sage program, several interesting 
points were brought to the atten¬ 
tion of Kiwonlans by Bruce Mc¬ 
Gill and R. A. Hawks, who stated 
that although some scrap is now 
being pasesd over in favor of 
that which can more readily be 
converted Into planes, tanks, and 
other Implements for victory, all 
salvage will ultimately be collec¬ 
ted, sorted and sent directly into 
the war effort.

Our residents are certainly aid¬ 
ing splendidly in the prevention 
of fires. Not many calls are com¬ 
ing in of late that complain of 
dangerous incinerators or trim¬ 
mings being burned in the open. 
For the safety of all, it is best 
that we be fire conscious. Soon 
we will be hooking up gas heat¬ 
ers. Make certain that the old 
hose is not perforated with holes 
and that it fits tightly., Metal 
connections are best. To those bf 
us who continue to use the air 
tight heaters that bum wood, a 
great deal of caution is neces¬ 
sary. They become overheated 
easily. If close to a wall, they 
should never be left without 
some one to adjust the draft 
when it becomes too hot. Never 
go to bed with the stove full of 
lighted materials. The chimney 
from open fire places should be 
inspect^ for any obstruction be¬ 
fore lighting if it has not been 
used for a long time. Beware of 
the vines that have g^rown over 
the top.There may be enough 
dry streamers to carry the fire 
to the roof of the house. Let’s 
keep the fires out!
